The 
protagonist.  Randle  P.  McMurphy.  enters  the  ward  and 
immediately  puts  his  profane  sense  ol  humour  to  work, 
try  iiig  \o  break  the  ol'ficious  authoritarianism  ot  Bifi  Nurse. 
Over  time  he  arouses  the  lost  spirits  ol'  the  mutes  on  the 
ward  and  resurrects  the  catatonic  Chief  Bromden.  The 
Chiefs  liberation  Uom  the  Cuckoo's  Nest  is  one  of  the  most 
emotionally  lifting  e\ents  of  the  play.  Presenting  such 
events  while  acting  mentally  disturbed  proved  to  be  a 
difficult  task  for  the  actors.  Fortunately,  the  cast  was  blessed 
with  Dr.  Byron  Marker  as  the  director,  who  used  his  natural 
talent  for  acting  to  show  the  actors  how  to  tit  into  their  roles. 

Following  the  casting,  a  few  days  were  spent  reading 
over  the  text  together,  and  familiarizing  everyone  with  the 
events  and  characters.  0\er  the  .Spring  Break  many 
members  of  the  cast  and  crew  helped  to  build  the  set  with 
(he  devoted  Marc  Krushelnyski  and  Company.  Return  from 
■^vacation  brought  long  rehearsals,  sound  and  lighting  checks 
and.  of  course,  high-strung  nerves.  We  needn't  have 

worried.  Our  opening  night  was  flawless,  with  everyone  putting  themselves  entirely  into  the  play.  Friday's  larger  audience  and 
Saturday's  sellout  were  indications  of  the  success  of  the  production.  On  the  final  night,  the  cast  and  crew  presented  The  Doc  Marker 
with  a  director' s  chair.  v\hich  we  hope  provides  some  comfort  for  the  long  rehearsals  and  future  successes  down  the  road.  Selwyn 
Mouse  certainly  proved  that  it  has  a  pool  of  talent  with  this  production.  Many  thanks  to  all  those  who  gave  of  their  time;  it  definitely 
paid  off.  Those  who  were  part  of  the  play  will  never  forget  the  experience  of  life  on  the  stage  and  behind  stage.  Some  may  even  make 
a  career  of  it.

What's  New  in  the 

Co-op  Room? 

During  the  winter  term  many  of  the 
elementary  boys  were  involved  in 
Co-op. 

A  small  group  of  Grade  One  boys 
came  together  twice  a  cycle  for 
enrichment  activities  such  as  producing 
a  puppet  play,  working  with  attribute 
blocks  and  creating  their  own  logic 
problems. 

Four  Grade  Two  boys  produce  their 
own  Newspaper  called  The  JAAW 
Network. 

All  of  our  second  language  students 
in  the  elementary  school  were  involved 
in  second  language  development  using 
the  theme  of  Winter. 

An  entire  Grade  Three  class  had  an 
introduction  to  keyboarding.  Our  goal 
for  this  level  was  learning  the  keyboard 
and  keeping  both  hands  on  the 
keyboard  at  all  times. 

A  group  of  Grade  Four  boys  had  an 
opportunity  to  work  on  independent 
science  activities  and  had  a  class 
presentation  on  Gravity  and  Defying 
Gravity.  Two  other  Grade  Four  boys 
created  their  own  Trivia  Game  based 
on  sports  facts  they  found  in  the 
Guinness  Book  of  World  Records. 
Their  game  has  been  donated  to  the 
Library  so  that  everyone  can  test  their 
knowledge. 

Another  Group  of  Grade  Six  boys 
began  a  Science-by-Mail  unit.  These 
boys  have  a  pen  pal  scientist  in  the 
United  States  (and  also  an  in-house 
one,  Mr.  Moffat)  who  helps  the  boys 
with  hands-on  science  units. 

Both  Grade  Six  classes  began  the 
National  Geographic  Kids  Network 
Study  this  term.  With  a  software 
program  and  a  telecommunications 
system,  the  boys  conduct  original 
scientific  research  on  real  world  issues. 
They  record  data  on  the  computer  and 
share  findings  (via  a  modem)  with  their 
research  teammates  in  the  US,  Canada, 
Mexico  and  other  participating 
countries. 

In  the  fall,  the  entire  Grade  Seven 
class  had  a  refresher  course  in 
Keyboarding.  Our  goal  for  them  was 
30  words  per  minute  with  90  percent 
accuracy  sometime  this  year.  They 
have  access  to  the  program  early 
mornings  to  practise  to  reach  this  goal.
